GOULD 


The Financier’s Life Closed 
Peacefully. 


Farewell Words Addressed to Each 
of His Children. 


How the News Was Received by Wall 
Street Operators. + 


The Stock Market Very Slightly Affected 
by the Tidings—Fatimates as to the 
Amount of Gould's Great 
Fortune. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Dec. 2.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Jay Gould is dead. He 
breathed his last at 9:15 this morning, 
surrounded by his children at his home 
on Fifth avenue. There were no signs 
of pain, and he was conscious until a 
few moments before he died. A short 
time before he passed away he calied 
his children one after the other to his 
side and bade them a long farewell. 
This done, he closed his eyes and was 
dead almost before his beloved ones re- 
alized that death was at hand. 

Gould’s Jast illness dates back two 
weeks, when he took cold when driving. 
As a result his already enfeebled con- 
stitution could not withstand the slicht 
ailment, and he began sinking rapidly. 
From an early hour last night, after an

attack of coughing, he became uncon- 
scious, and then it was that Dr. Munn 
and Dr. Janeway recognized that the 
end was near. He seemed to rally just 
before 7 o'clock, but it was not until 9 
o’clock that there was evidence of re- 
turning consciousness. Then he bade 
members of the family farewell, and 
they, with Dr. Munn, were at the bed- 
side when the end came. 

The Gould tamily are prostrated with 
grief. Miss Helen Gould was ill when 
her father was taken sick, and the blow 
came upon her with terrible force. The 
members of the family were very much 
devoted to each other. Gould had al- 
ways been a very domestic man, 
notwithstanding the enormous weight 
of cares from his gigantic ‘financial 
operations, and the,decath of the father 
so shortly after the demise of the 
mother came with added force of afflic- 
tion. 

_ HOW WALL STREET TOOK IT. 

The general feeling in Wall street 
was one of surprise, so many times has 
a report of Gould’s death been spread, 
only to be contradicted as soon as cer- 
tain effects in stocks had been produced. 
No later than yesterday was the old 
trick played, so that it became like the 
cry of ‘‘Wolf’’ when there was no wolf. 
But at length the truth came to the 
operators a® an unexpected thing. 
Regret also, quiet, unfeigned  re- 
gret, that the famous. millionaire’s 
career should close when he was 
only 57 years old, seemed to be felt by 
his old enemies as by his former asso- 
ciates. Wallstreet never shared the 
general opinion of the magnate that he 
was too hard, too grasping even for 
Wall street, and admiration of him 
or enmity had not blinded themto the 
great qualities which made him the 
most wonderful financier the country 
has produced. For the past two years 
Gould has been disposing of many of his 
small holdings, and today his stock in- 
vestments were ina compact form. An 
accurate list of the companies in which 
he was heavily interested at his death 
is as follows: Western Union, Manhat- 
tan Elevated Railway, Texas Pacific, 
Missouri Pacific, Iron Mountain, Wabash, 
Union Pacific and International and 
Great Northern. Beside these companies 
Mr. Gould was interested to some ex- 
tent in minor companies of the South- 
western system and Western Union, but 


che was engaged in getting out of them 


and putting his sons into places therein, 
preferring to concentrate his holdings 
in the parent companies. 

GOULD’S GREAT WEALTH. 


Many guesses are made in regard to 
Jay Gould’s wealth and the disposition 
to be made of his immense holdings of 
securities. One of his closest asso- 
ciates and oldest personal friends said 
in regard to this matter: ‘Mr. Gould’s 
wealth will be found to vary not $10,- 
000,000 from 100,000,000. There 
isabout $40,000,000 in Manhattan, 
Wéstern Union Telegraph and Missouri 
Pacific stock. The holdings of these 
three stocks are in trust and will not be 
sold. His other’ securities will be 
taken care of by the same interest 
which has had charge of them for the 
past three years. It is estimated that 
Gould held @15,000,000 of Western 
Union stock and $20, 000, 000 of Ele- 
vated stock.’’ 

The Gould family tomb is in Wood- 
lawn Cemetery, and cost $50,000. 
The mauseleum is a copy of the Parthe- 
non. It is built of granite and cost 
$100,000. 

Engines on the Sixth, Third and S ec- 
one avenue elevated roads are draped 
in black on account of Gould’s death. 
Other appropriate steps were taken to- 
day by the emplovés of the various or- 
ganizations with which Mr. Gould was 
prominently connecte ‘Flags are fiy- 
ing at half-mast on the Fifth Avenue, 
St. Jamesand Albemarle hotels. 

Dr. Munn, Gould’s physician, re- 
mained in the house until late in the 
evening. It is understood that some 
anxiety was felt by the other members 
of the family about Miss Helen Gould’s 
condition. Dr. Munn is said to have 
felt some uneasiness about her yester- 
day, and it was her illness that caused 
him to remain in the house. It is & ped,

FUNBRAL ARRANGFMENTS. 

The news @pread quickly, and all who 
passed the Bpuse stopped and looked at 
it. Message@s and callers became fre- 
quent afterg10. At 10:80 an under- 
taker’s wagon drove up, and a casket 
was taken into the house. Rev. Dr. 
Paxton, Gould's family pastor, said that 
death was perfectly peaceful; that 
Gould was perfectly conscious to within 
afew minutes of death. The funeral 
will take place on Monday; the hour is 
not vet fixed, ‘Phe services will be held 
at the house, and will be conducted bv 
Rev. Dr. Paxton, assisted by Chancellor 
McCracken Of the University of New 
York, and Rev. Robert Rederick Terry. 
Nothing more definite was learned 
about the funeral arrangements to- 
night, except that Gould will be laid 
beside his wife in Woodlawn cemetery. 

The fact of Gould’s death was known 
before the opening of the Stock Ex- 
change. The effect on the market was 
less marked @han expected. Missouri 
Pacific declim@d only 1% to 54; West- 
ern Union @hly *%, to 85; Manhattan 
Elevated, 3g to 128; Union Pacific, 4 
to 35%. These were known partic- 
ularly as Gould properties to which he 
paid special attention. 

After Gould’s death all blinds in his 
house were drawn. The fact of his 
death was first learned from a messen- 
ger sent by Munn to telephone the 
fact to his wife.” The house was locked 
and no information was obtainable from 
members of the family. C. P. Hunting- 
ton was among the early callers. He 
remained but a few minutes,-and when 
he came out he could add nothing ex- 


cept confirmation of death. J. T. 
Terry, one of the directors in several! 
Gould properties, says that Gould 


told him he had disposed of his holdings 
Western Union and 
Missouri Pacific, three stocks in 
which he was especially interested, by 
putting them intrustso that they would 
not be sold, It is believed he has had 
his financial affairs in order for a long 
time. Prominent brokers and bankers 
thought his death would not have much 
effect on the market either way.

A GREAT SHAKE. 


Farther Account of the 

‘ La Union. 

San Francisco, Dec. 2.,—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The earthquake caused 
by volcanic forces, which was reported 
as having destroyed the town of La 
Union on the Gulf of Fonseca, October 
18, was fully confirmed yesterday by 
advices received by the steamer City of 
Panama, which stopped at La Union 
two days after the shake up. Wonder- 
fnl to relate, there was no loss of life, 
although over half the houses in the 
place were shaken down in the night. 
The cathedral with its tower was 
knocked into a. pile of stones, and a 
dozen people had hair-breadth escapes. 
There were only ten people who were 
in any way injured, and they suffered 
broken arms and legs and heavy 
bruises. 


Earthquake at 


The gronnd:at La Union was still. 


shaking when the City of Panama was 
there, and the inhabitants were ina 
state of terror. The whole town was 
living in‘tents on the beach. Many of 
the natives were too frightened and too 
superstitious to return to their homes, 
even had the houses been standing. 

On October 18 signs of activity were 
noticed about the crater of the Conche- 
qua Volcano, near La Union. At 10 
o’clock that night came a violent earth. 
quake, and the 5000 inhabitants of La 
Union fled to the beach. Shock after 
shock struck the city, and the older 
buildings tumbled in ruins. The stone 
cathedral was reduced to a formless 
heap. Fifty or sixty other buildings 
were completely wrecked. Twenty- 
four persons wére injured. One-third 
of the Island of Conchiquita, in the 
Gulf of Fonseca, seven miles from La 
Union, was split off by the shock and 
suddenly sank out of sight. The crater 
of Conchegua did not break forth, but 
still shows signs of coming eruptions. 


A Barb-wire Trust Formed. 

Sr. Lovis, Dec. 2.—The Age of Steel 
of this city tomorrow will announce 
the formation, December 1, of a gigan- 
tic barb-wire trust, to be called ‘The 
Consolidated Steel and Wire Company,”’ 
incorporated under the laws of Illinois, 
with a paid-in capital of $4,000,000 
and embracing the following well-

Rothschild’s Plan Rejected 
at Brussels. 


American Delegates Will Now Sub- 
mit Their Proposals. 


— 


An English Representative Trying to 
Shut Off Debate. 


The Conference Adjourns Until Next 
Tuesday — Tie Keenest§ Interest 
Taken in Its Proceedings by 
Financiers of India,

Bavssers, Dec. 2.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The scheme for the 
solution of the monetary problem sub- 
mitted to the International Monetary 
Conference by Kothschild was rejected 
by the committee to which it was re- 
ferred on the votes of the delegates 
from France, Italy, Belgium, Norway, 
Sweden and Russia. 

The first objection made to the plan 
came from delegates of nations belong- 
ing to the Latin Union. They disap- 
proved the proposal that 43d be fixed 
as the maximum purchase price of sil- 
ver. This figure consequently was 
withdrawn in favor of a higher one, 
but this concession failed to reconcile 
the opposition. 

The report was submitted this after- 
noon by Raffalovitch of Russia, chair- 
man of the committee. It declares that 
Rothschild’s proposals attract great in- 
terest and are worthy oft full discussion, 
but the committee by a vote of 7 fo 6 
deciined to recommend their adoption. 
The committee declaredin favor of thar 
portion of Montefiore Levy's plan 
which refers to the gradual withdrawal 
of all gold coins under the value of f20, 
also of all bank notes below a cegstain 
value. The report. concludes with a 
statement of the American, Mexican 
and Indian delegates with reference to 
the future action of their countries. 
This statement is not yet obtainable. 

The American delegates regard the 
position cheerfully. The way is now 
cleared for a full discussion of their bi- 
metallic plans in accordance with their 
original programme. Aprominent op- 
ponent of prolonged debates is Bertram 
Currie, a British representative. His 
aim in trying to curtail the discussion is 
to bring the conference to a close at the 
end of next week. The American dele- 
gates will not yield to the application 
of a hasty closure, but if Currie’s influ- 
ence prevails, the British,German and 
Austrian delegates will withdraw, at 
the latest by the middle of December, 
and thus break up the proceedings. 

The report of the committee on the 
proposals submitted commences by ex- 


plaining that the opinions expressed | 


are given on the individual responsi- 
bility of members of the committee, and 
continues by setting forth that the 
necessary preliminary for the proper 
examination of any proposal was a pre- 
cise uuderstanding as to the legislative 
measures likely to be taken by the 
countries producing silver; the existing 
probabilities of future production of 
silver in the United States and Mexico; 
the policy of the United States as to the 
purchase of silver; the policy of India 
regarding the mintage of silver. 

United States Delegate Henry W. 
Cannon stated that in the United States 
under the existing legislation there 
were nomeans for limiting the produc- 
tion of silver, and that a modification 
of the present lawin that direction was 
improbable. The value of silver ex- 
tracted from American mines was in- 
significant compared with the annual 
total general production. 

The Mexican delegate, Casasus, in be- 
half of the Mexican government, said 
that as silver was the chief article of 
export, it was not in the interest of his 
government to interfere with the in- 
dustry, and under the constitution no 
means existed to restrict the output of 
the product or its export. 

Regarding the third question, Cannon 
said that should the conference fail to 
make some disposition of the question 
at issue it was more than probable that 
America would not be willing to con- 
tinue the purchase of 54,000,000 
ounces of silver annually. 

Sir Guildford Molesworth, one of the 
delegates from India, in speaking on 
the fourth question, said that while 
there was hope of an international 
entente India would hesitate to modify 
her present system. The committee, 
by a large majority, approved Levy's 
scheme, which contemplates the grad- 
ual withdrawal of all gold coins under 
the value of £20, andall bank notes un- 
der f20, exceptin the ‘case of -silver 
certificates. 

Sir C. Freemantle, deputy master. of 
the English mint, declined to’ commit 
his government to Levy’s scheme, un- 
less it was concurrently adopted with 
that of Rothschild or a similar plan. 

After the vote was taken a Dutch del- 
egate opened the general discussion.

PRIEST AND BISHOP. 


The Corrigan-Wigger Controversy Becom.- 
ing Very Bitter. . 

New York, Dec. 2.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Rev. Father Patrick Cor- 
rigan of Hoboken has announced in an 
open letter to the editor of Freeman’s 
Journal that he has been summoned by 
Bishop Wigger to stand trial for letters 
written by him, ‘‘in opposition to the 
anti-American spirit of the late Ger- 
man-Catholic Congress, held in Newark, 
and its attack upon the public schools.”’ 
In the course of his statement Father 
Corrigan says: 

I opposed two things; first, the attempt 
to Germanize America by means of the 
church; and, second, the denunciation of 
public schools as ‘‘abominations.”” My 
criticism was substantially that which ap- 
peared in the editorials of some great dai. 
lies, one of which concluded a leading 
article in these words: ‘‘What we are justi- 
fied in saying is that they who fook part in 

those proceedings are bad citizens and 
dangerous in proportion as they are pow- 
erful.’ 

I criticised the congress as a body. The 
congress insulted American intelligence by 
denouncing the public schools—the most 
cherished institution of the: land—as 

‘‘abominations.’’ It insulted the American 
church by denouncing some of our most 
distinguished prelates. 
Bishop Wigger in his capacity as bishop of 
the diocese, but simply as amember of that 
German congress, over’ which he presides 
every year outside of his own diocese to the 
great mortification of his own English- 
speaking flock. My opposition to Cahens- 
lyism meets the approbation of Americans 
generally, judging fromthe unanimity of 
the press, daily and weekly, without dis- 
tinction as to politics or religion. Arch- 
bishop Corrigan and Bishop Wigger have 
not been on speaking terms for years till 
Cahenslyism united them against Arch- 
bishop Ireland and Cardinal Gibbons. 

Father Corrigan says in conclusion: 

i have received two weeks’ notice of the 
coming trial, and whenI asked a reasen- 
able extension of time it was*peremptorily 
refused. This shows how imperfect is our 
tentative legislation and how completely it 
has placed the priest atthe mercy of the 
bishop.

San Francisco, Dec. 2.—[ By the Asso 
ciated Press.| There was an exciting 
scene at the meeting of the Electiogs

nie, who is representing the Democrati¢ 
party during the progress of 
count of votes cast in this city at the 
recent election, made some charges 
against Auditor Smiley and Tax Collee 
tor O’Brien, who are members of the 
Election Commission. 

When the board met this morning as 
altercation arose between Attorney 
Clunie and Auditor Smiley and 
Tax Collector O'Brien. Smiley an¢ 
O'Brien. informed Clunie that they 
would not recognize his authority, and 
they threatened to have him excludee 
fromthe room. The parties became 
very muchtexcited, and Smiley told Clu 
nie not to speak to him again or he 
would “spit down his throat.’’ Affairs 
finally calmed down for a time, but 
when the. commission reassembied this 
afternoon Auditor Smiley offered a res- 
olution declariug that Clunie’s conduct 
was unbearable, and ordering the Reg. 
istrar to exclude him from the room. 

This led to more trouble, and Cinnie 
declined to leave. He warned Regis- 
trar Brown not to touch him, and told 
him if he did so he would be criminally 
liable. Brown refused to put Clunie 
out, and Smiley and O’Brien then called 
upon Police Officer Scott to doso. Scott 
demurred, when Clunie warned him. 

A man named Lauterback, who is em- - 
ployed in the Auditor’s office, then ap- 
peared. Smiley ordered Lauterback to 
put Clunie out, and Lauterback accord- 
ingly grasped the attorney by the col- 
lar. This was the signal for a general 
disturbance. A number of Clunie’s 
friends jumped over the rail and 
grabbed Lauterback, and a general 
scrimmage epsced. Lauterback was 
thrown to the Moor and badiy kicked. 
The distur ce was finally quelled and 
Clunie w till in the room. 

Some time was spent in arguing the 
matter, but Clumie still refused to go, 
and in order toclear the room the board 
adjourned. 

Capt. Douglas anda squad of police 
were present at the session of the com: 
mission tkis morning and made an effort 
to prevent Attorney Ciunie from enter- 
ing the room, but finally permitted him 
todo so. Clunie walked into the main 
room, and as the crowd made way for. 
him he stepped over the railing and into 
the enclosure near the commissioners 
Tax Collector O’Brien called upon the 
police to eject him, .and.as they did 
not do_so, he took his” ‘hatand left the 
room himself. 

Smiley and Durst, the only other com- 
missioners present, asked ex-Judge Sul- 
livan and other Democratic leaders 
present to appoint another attorney to 
represent their party, but they declined 
to do so, and Clunie- was permitted to 
speak in. his own behalf.

Meeting of the Republican City 
Central Committee. 


All Arrangements for the Election 
Are Now Completed. 


Every Precaution Taken to Prevent 
Fraud and Illegal Voting. 


The Law and Order League Indorses Mr. 
Tufte—A ‘Malicious Circular on the 
Streets—Street Superintendent 
Hutchinson's Position. 


The City Central Committee met last 
night in Panorama Wall and completed 
final arrangements for the fight on elec- 
tion day. Every ward in the city is 
thoroughly organized by precincts, and 
as every detail has been looked after a 
full vote is an assured fact. The system 
of challerfge which has been Mopted 
will effectually check any attempt at 
illegal voting. The committee is in 
possession of many facts which lead 
them to believe that a systematic at- 
tempt will- be made to vote a 
large proportion of the fraudulent 
registrations which are known to exist. 
Information has reached the committee 
that acomplete list of these names has 
been compiled by Democratic workers, 
who will use every means in their 
power to run them in in those precincts 
where it is necessary to.get Democratic 
votes in sufficient number, to change 
the result as to Councilman. The 
money to work the scheme, rumor says, 
has been furnished by agents of the 
Liquor Dealers’ Association, who are 
making a desperate effort to get con- 
trol of the next Board of Councilmen. 
This organization is following ont the 
same tactics which they adopted in the 
county election, when they used money 
and sacrificed every candidate on the 
county ticket in the interest of the 
candidates for Supervisor.

By the publication of a confidential circau- 
lar sent by the association to saloon-keepers 
throughout the county, urging their co- 
dperation in electing the three Supervisors 
who would protect the liquor interest, the 
lines were clearly drawn between liquor 
dealers and their friends on the.one hand 
and the rest of the voters of Los Angeles 
county on the other.

Let the most radical 
temperance men join us in maintaining the 
defenses already assured, rather than by 
withholding their assistance, allow all the 
dikes to leveled and the unrestrained 
evils of the saloon to surge in upon our com- 
munity, Letthe friends of the working- 
man rally forthe defense ot his Saturday 
night wages apd save them from the till of 
the Sunday saloon for the humble needs of 
his wife and children. Let conservative 
tempefance men remember that all the ar- 
guments which led up to the Sunday-closing 
ordinance remainin unabated and even 
augmented force.

A STUPID BLUNDER. 


Large ‘‘Imprint”’ on the Official 
tor the City Election, 

City Clerk Teed was the maddest m; 
in town yesterday, and for a time the 
atmosphere on the first floor of the City 
Hall was lurid, while more or less ex- 
citement prevailed in political circles 
throughout the city. The cause of all 
this commotion was a stupid blunder on 
the part of the ‘‘jim crow’’ establish- 
ment that secured the printing of the 
official ballots for the city election. 

hen the matter of printing the tick- 
‘ets came up it was suggested in the 
Council that bids be secured, and 
Messrs. Rees, Alford and Infies were 
appointed a committee to attend to the 
matter. In due course of time bids 
were secured, and that of the Daily 
Journal, a sort of court calendar, which 
has been tryigg for several months past 
to secure pubMc printing, being the low- 
est, the contract was awarded that con- 
cern. The price at which the work was 
taken was so low that no first-class es- 
tablishment would have though of 
touching it’ at the figure, but, acting 
under the instructions of the commit- 
tee, Clerk Teed awarded the contract 
and awaited developments. — 

When the sample ballots were deliv- 
ered, it was discovered that one of the 
most prominent lines on the ballots was 
the ‘“‘imprint’’ of the concern, which ap- 
peared in bold gothic type, quite over-' 
shadowing the insignificent watr-r of the 
candidates’ names. While this wir ~e- 
garded as in bad taste, no protest was 


“made, asthe ballots were merely for 


the purposés of illustration, but yester: 
day morning, when was discovered 
that the same glaring ‘‘imprint’’ had 
been appended to the regular official 
ballots, there was trouble all along the 
line. 

statute specifically states 
nothing of a distinguishing character 
shall be placed on the ballots, and the 
qnestion was raised as to whether or 
not the “‘imprint,’’ which was quite as 
prominent as the pame of a candidate, 
would not invalidate the ballots. Ow- 
ing to the limited time before the elec- 
tion, it was impracticable to have the 
work done over, and there was a scurry 
to secure legal advice. City Attor- 
ney McFarland, on behalf of the 
Republicans, and Clarance Miller 
and Judge M. Stephens, on 
behalf of the Democrats, agreed 
that the “imprint” would not invali- 
date the ballots, as they were on all of 
them, and, therefore, could not be con- 
sidered as of a ‘Yistinguishing charac- 
ter,” beyond ‘distinguishing’’ the per- 
son who put it on asan ass, whereupon 
the Republican and Democratic Central 
Committees signed a stipulation that 
neither party would take advantage of 
any defect in the ticket on this account, 
and peace reigned once more. 

While no serious damage has been 
done, it is possible that hereafter when 
important work is to be done it will be 
given to an establishment that can do 
it, without making a botch of it.

What He Says About the Two Affidavit 
Manufacturers. 

Street Superintendent Hutchinson was 
yesterday asked what he had to say 
about Talamantes and Mellus, whose affi- 
davits have been published, and made 


the following statement, which speaks 
for itself: 


From what experience I bave had with 
Talamantés and from the many complaints 
which have come to me, I am led to believe 
him te be a foul-mouthed fellow and espe- 
cially insulting to ladies. Ihad good cause 
for discharging both Talamantes and Mel. 
lus from the department. 

While a gang of my men were working 
in the neighborhood of Ninth street and 
Myrtle avenue, in which gang Talamates 
was then working driving a cart, onegoon 
in the latter part of September this Tellow 
drove his cart into a vacant Jot at the cor- 
ner of Maple avenue and Tenth street, 
under a tree close up to a gate Ieading from 
the property occupied by Miss M. 

Daly, and tied his horse to the 
fence. The lady came out and asked 
him not to hitch to the. fence and 
not to feed there, as there were sick people 
in the house and that the doctor had re- 
fused to allow them to have horses or cows 
onthe premises. Talamates took offense 
at the request of the lady and abused her 
in a shameful manner, using language 
thatis too foul for print. The matter was 
reported to the. office (through the police 
station, if 1 remember correctly.) I was 
away from the city at the time and the mat. 
ter was investigated by my deputies, who 
laid him off untifI returned. When I got 
home a few days laterthe matter was re- 
ported to me, and after I had investigated it 
to my own satisfaction, I discharged the fel- 
low from the department. : 

As for Mellus, he has no cause for com- 
plaint, as he should have'not only lost 
his position, but should have been made to 
pay for a horse which he crippled. He was 
at that time driving a cart, and through 
carelessness on his part, the horse broke a. 


small bone in his left hind leg. Ags 
I had no other horse to put in 
the cart, and the Council would not 


allow me to hire one, Mellus was asked to 
work in one of the gangs as a laborer un- 
til such time as the horse would be able te 
work or the Council would purchase an- 
other horse.

gested thatI lay off one of. the other cart 
drivers and let him drive that cart and let 
that fellow do the "pick and shovel act.”’ [ 
told him he could work in a gang or lay off, 
just as he wished, and he chose the latter. 
After investigating how the accident oc- 
curred Ifound that after the accident he 
had gone to the corral and boasted of what 
he had done, and that he “didn't give a——-; 
the city could afford to buy another horse.”’ 

When he applied 
for work later Linformed him that I had 
no work for him.

Court Notes 


Another suit, involving the much dis- 
puted water rights of Azusa, is about to 
be commenced in the Superior Court by 
H. C. Register, W. W. Fraisher, Char- 
lotte I. Carberry and Joseph Mesmer, 
guagdian of the Fraisher minors, against 
the Azusa Irrigation Company, J. S. 
Slauson, L. W. French and William 
Ormiston, to secure an injunetion 
against the defendants, restraining 
them from interfering with certain 
ditches and conduits, through which is 
conducted water used by Register et 
al., for irrigation on their lands. 

In the papers filed the plaintiffs al- 
lege tnat H. C. Register is the owner of 
and entitled to the possession of real 
estate amounting to two acres, or there- 
abouts, planted to orange trees, vines, 
etc., situated in section 10, township 
1, of Los Angeles county, and that 
Charlotte I. Carberry is the owner of 
an undivided portion of section 9, con- 
taining in all about forty acres, the lat- 
ter being also planted to trees and 
fruits, and that all requires irrigation. 

And for more than thirty years there 
has been a ditch constructed from the 
San Gabriel River down to-the foothills,” 
and thence running in am easterly di- 
rection to a point near the old mill at 
the town of Azusa, from which point 
the ditch ran in a southerly direction 
for a few hundred yards, where it 
branched into two ditches, one of which 
ran toward the land of the plaintiff, 
- Register, and the other toward the land 
of Fraisher and other piaintiffs; that 
for thirty years said Register and his 
predecessors in the interest of the land 
described as belonging, to him, have 
been the owners of and entitled to the 
use of 100 inches of water of the San 
Gabriel River one day daneach eight 
jays, and that ever since the construc- 
tion of said ditches they have been used 
for the purpose of carrying said water 
to said land, as well as to the other 
lands lying in said irrigation district, 
and for ali that time he, as well as all 
other of such. irrigators, had a vested 
and proprietary interest in said ditches 
for that purpose. | 

The plaintiff further goes onto show 
that the Azusa Irrigation Company, 
without any rightt¢o ae do, were threat- 
ening to, and would, unless ordered re- 
strained, cut the ditch referred to ata 
point above the place where the same 
branched and would divertall the water 
therein into another ditch, .preventing 
any water from flowing into ditches 
leading to all of plaintiffs’ land and will 
deprive them of the water they are en- 
titled to, and also that they threaten to 
plow up anc close the same ditches after 
the water has been diverted therefrom. 

Upon the allegations of the plaintifts, 
Judge Van Dyke has issued a temporary 
injunction with time set for hearing on 
the preliminary restraining order for 
December 12 at 10 o’clock. 

RECEIVED STOLEN PROPERTY. 

On motion of. the District Attorney 
an information tas been filed in Depart- 
ment One charging one John Castillion 
with buying and receiving property 
known to have been stolen and with a 
desire to fraudulently keep the same 
from the possession of the owners.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


Weekly Meeting of the Directors—Resola- 
tions Adopte 

The board of ditectors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce met yesterday after- 
noon at 3 o'clock. There were present 
Directors Freeman, Graff, McGarvin, 
Breed, Forman, Klokke, Hazard, Ed.- 
wards and Francisco. Vice-President 
Freeman occupied the chair. 

After the transaction of routine busi- 
ness communications were received 
from C. A. Larendon, who stated that 
he was serving as a representative 
from the Chamber in the Nicaragua 
Canal Convention at New Orleans. and 
from P. A. Howard, ago of the 
(‘ommissioners of Parks, wh8 stated 
that the commissioners had Wecided to 
place an exhibit of plants and flowers 
in the Chamber of Commerce. 

The following resolutions were offered 
and passed: 

WHEREAS, the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce isintormed that the University 
of Chicago proposes to construct and main- 
tain an observatory at some point not yet 
determined, having the sum of $500,000 
to devote t6 this purpose, and, é' 

WHEREAS, several eminent authorities 
have declared Mt. Wilson, the site of the 
Harvard experimental observatory, to be 
the most favorable location for such an 
undertaking, therefore be it ‘ 

Reselved, that the attention of the presi- 


University be called to the advantages of 
Mt. Wilson as an observatory location, and 
they be urged to give the matter investiga- 
tion. 

A long discussion took place on the 
question of the location of a smelter in 
the city and the action of the Mayor's 
veto on the action of the Council. 

The unanimous opinion of the mem- 
bers seemed to be that it was the part 
of wisdom to go verv slow in the mat- 
ter, and the following resolution was 
passed: 

Resolved, thatthe board of directors of 
the Chamber of Commerce would resapect- 
fully request that the City Council take 
no action in allowing the location of a 
smelter within or near the city hmits until 
the matter can be fully investigated with 
reference to its effects on health and vege- 
tation. 

The secretary was instructed to write 
to several mining experts, asking them 
for their experience and opinion in the 
matter. 

It was moved and carried that the 
date of Friday, December 9, be set for 
the fominating meeting for officers and 
directors in the Chamber of Commerce, 
and the time be 7:30 in the evening. 
The secretary was instructed to send 
notice to the members to that effect. 
Director Graff brought up the matter 
of a joint meeting between the board 
of directors and the members elected 
to the Legislature, and the time for this 
meeting was set for Thursday ,after- 
noon, December 8, at 2 o'clock. At 
this meeting there will bea joint dis- 
cussion between the members of the 
Legislature and the members of the 
board with regard to the proposed leg- 
islative reform, especially inthe matter 
of delinquent tax legislation and the 
regular citv and county expenditures.

POMONA. 
The New Orange Crop op Moving—A Great 
Season of Prosperity. 

The annual shipments of the new orange 
crop trom Pomona has begun, and $3.25 
per box is what is being paid for the navel 
oranges. There is abundant reason to be- 
lieve that the price of oranges here this 
winter will be as large as ever before. 
That being the case, the immense crop of 
oranges now ripening on the trees in Po- 
mona will bring from $280,000 , te $300.. 


ley. The growers of peaches, apricots, 
peee and pears in Pomona got about 

260,000 for their crop last summer, and 
are now getting in the neighborhood of 
$35,000 for their olives ané@ olive oil, so it 
is easy to see that if the present 
yield ot oranges is marketed safely, the 
sum totalof Pomona's fruit products for 
twelve months will be somewhere about 
$620,000. These are pretty big figures by 
the side of those that represented the 
money had here from the sales of fruits of 
all kinds in 1887. In that yearall the fruit 
crops of Pomona Valley were only 
about $23,000, and in 1888 they 
were about $55,000. Nine veats ago 
there was a dollar's worth of 
fruit sold fro Pomona (except hen- 
frujy), and the total acreage of oranges was 
thimy and of deciduous fruits forty-five. 
None of our orchards were then in bearing. 
It is estimated thatif there were no more 
fryit trees planted here and all now set out 

' were allowed to come into full bearing, the 
deciduous and citrus fruit crops will bring 
to Pomona about $1,300,000 in five years 
more. But the fact is that our deciduous 
acreage will increase about 700 acres this 
season, andthe orange and lemon acreage 
will grow about 1100 acres more. The 
Progress says’ that no region in Southern 
California is gow so large a producer of 
olives and prunes as tifis valley. 

Every rentable house in Pomona is occu- 

pied for the winter, and several families 
have come here this week vainly seeking a 
house and 1ave gone away. 
w Take it ail in all, Pamona has had agreat 
season of prosperity for. the past ten 
months, and there are prospects of better 
times ahead. The three Pomona banks are 
carrying deposits to the amount of about 
half a millionof dollars. That is just half 
a million more than were here in any bank 
eight years ago.

HAMLIN GARLAND. 


The Western Writer Who is Just Now 
Attracting so Much Attention. 


A Piéasant Chat as to His Methods of 
Work.Stories Founded on a Pian 
Rather Than a Read. 
ings Tonight, 


Hamlin Garland, the writer whose 
books are attracting such widespread 
attention, was seen at the Nadeau last 
evening by a Times reporter, who en- 
joyed a twenty-minutes’ chap with the 
author. 

Mr. Garland's stories deal entirely 
with: Western life, most of the scenes 
being laid in the coulee and prairie 
country of the Mississippi Valley. He 
was born at La Crosse, Wis., and spent 
the first twenty-one years of his life on 
a farm, where, doubtless, he learned 
something of the secrets of nature, to 
whose heart his tales so nearly lie. In 
1885, or thereabouts, his first series of 
sketches were published—a series of 
seven studies of toy life onthe prairies 
—reminiscences drawn from his own 
experience. He has been writing for 
the past ten or twelve years, but not 
until two years ago was the public ac- 
knowledgment of success accorded to 
him, since which time he has published 
six books, and has won a place second 
to no story writer on this continent. 

At present he is working upon two or 
three novelettes, ‘‘For,’’ he says, ‘'l 
find my happiest work is in something 
ranging from fifteen to thirty-five thou- 
sand words.”’ 

When questioned as to his method of 
work he said: ‘My stories are founded 
on a plan rather thana plot. I never 
revise the plan, but | repeatedly revise 
the phraseology and eliminate style. I 
have worked for twelve years to attain 
simplicity and wipe out ‘fine writing.’ 
The ideal style is simply a transparent 
medium of expression.”’ 

‘Does authorship pay?’ ‘Well, lam 
very well paid,’’ with a satisfied smile. 
“The serial rights on my stories are 
something handsome. Where literature 
fails financially is in bookmaking. If I 
had to depend upon my books without 
serial rights on mv newspaper and mag- 
azine stories, | could not live upon my 
income. There is something radically 
wrong about this book business. The 
profit goes largely to the distributor, 
who gets too large a_ percens- 
age. How this will be remedied 
I do not at present know. The 
story published in last 
Times is the only one one I ever syndi- 
cated, but 1 shall probably syndicate 
more. diMficulty with maga- 
zine serials is that, with only 
a monthly publication, writers, es- 
pecially prolific writers, find tHat 
the field is not wide enough. One 
or two serials from one writer is all a 
magazine can take ina year or more. 
So now many writers of a high order 
are beginning to seriously consider the 
newspaper syndicate. For instance, 
the Century hastwo of my novelettes 
on hand now. When they are to be 
published I do not know. . I see they are 
advertising one to appear sometime 
during the coming year, and at this 
rate you see it would take two or three 
vears to publish what 1 would write in 
less than one. 

“The story in Sunday’s Timrs—to go 
back to that—is the last study ‘of my 
prairie book, I shall read a sketch from 
one of those studies tomorrow night, by 
the way, and I shall also read, ‘Among 
the Corn Rows.’”’ 

When Mr. Garland was asked the 
stereotyped question with which a Cali- 
fornian always greets a new arrival— 
How doyou like the country? he re- 
plied that he was holding his opinion in 
reserve till after the flood. He said he 
had thought it was a dry country be- 
fore he came, but had changed his 
opinion. He thinks, however, that he 
will like Los Angeles when the clouds 
roll by. He particularly enjoyed the 
trip across the desert overthe Santa 
Fé, but when the reporter gently insin- 
uated that he dictatea prose etching 
of the scene for the benefit of Tue 
Times’ readers, he jocularly remarked 
thathe generally sold those at $25 a 
paragraph. ‘‘However,’’ he added, ‘I 
willsay that the descent from the bar- 
ren grandeur of the San Bernardino 
mountains to the summer-like atmos- 
phere and semi-tropic vegetation of the 
lower valley is one of the most moving 
and memorable of my life.” 

Mr. Garlands trip to California is 
purely for pleasure, he says, but doubt- 
less We may inthe future read many a 
prose etching—and perhaps a serial or 
two—as a result of his visit here. 

This evening Mr. Garland reads from 
his books in the Los Angeles Theater,
